The City of Prague hathin it (by reaſon of the wars) 
thrice the number of it owne inhabitants, and yer for 
all chat, vituals are in ſuch grear plenty, that 6 men can- 
nor eate three halte penny worth of bread, and 1 did buy 
in the market a fat gooſe well roaſt for the value of nine 
pence Engliſh, and I and my brother haue dined there 
ata Cookes with good roaſted meate, bread and beere, 
ſo that we haue bin ſatisfied and left, for the value of fiue 
pence: a gocd Turky there may bee bovghr for two ſhil. 
lings, and tor freſh fich I never ſaw ſuch ſtore, forin one 
marker day I bauc knownin Prague 2c00.carps, befides 
other fiſhes, which carps in Zordoy, arc five ſhillings a 
piece, and there they were for eight pence,or ten pence 
atthe moſt,{o that one ot their freſh fiſh markers heere 
were worth atthe leaft, fine or 600. pounds, and as fer 
all other manner of wild foule, they are therc in faticty, 
b- ſides, their frui:s are in ſuch abundance that I bought 
2 bazker of grapes of the quantity of halfe a pecke tor a 
penny and farthing, anda hatfull of faire peaches for as 
n-uch, pick!ed cowcumbers I haue bought a pecke-for 
three pence, and muskmelons, there hath been: caſt five 
or ſixe cart loads of them in one day to their hogs. 

As concernirg the dyet that is in the Kings armyes 

I could never yet heare any man complaine of want, but 
that it is more plcnnfull then in the City, the grea- 
reſi (-2rcity hath bin to ſome licke ſouldiers, v ho being 
not able to march with the leaguers (by reaſon of their 
weakneſlc)thcy haue bin let amongſt the Boores,or buſ- 
bandmen 
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bandmen inthenext villages,where their languages not 
vnderſtood,rheir ſuccour hath beene but ſmall but forall . 
this in the campe hath cuer bin a continuall 
of all things, the King moſtduely-paying his ſouldiers ar 
the ed of cucry month, hauing in his great leguer vnder 
the condu of the Princes of Hofock and Anhalt,of foor 
and hoiſe 43000, and atthe leaſt of carts and waggons to 
carry prouiſion and baggage for the army,tothe number 
of 18000. In his lutle [eaguer.vnder the leading of 
Count MHarnsfel; there are of foote and horſe 5020, be. 
fides carts and waggons for carriage, and yet for theſe 

reat numbers of men and beaſtes, there is food in all a» 
Crndnce 

In the campe with-Graue Mansfelt is the Brittane regi. 
ment vnder their Colonell Sir Andrew Gray Knight, and 
in Prague I met with many worthy Gentlemen and foul. 
diers, which were there ficke, as the werthy Captaine 
Buſhel Lieutenant Grimes, Licuerenant Langworth, An- 
cient Galbreath, Ancient Y andenbrooke, Maſter Whitney, 
Maſter Blundel, and others, all which did moſt courte- 
ouſly entertain me, vnto whom I muſt cuer reſt thankful, 
and they doe afficme that now it hath pleaſed God to 
grant their ſouldiers recouery, that they doe hope euery 
Britaine ſouldier doth retaine more good ſpirit, then 3« 
enemies of what nation ſocuer. 

Thus hauing ſhewed part of the beſt things in Bohemia, 
the Count and City of Prague, it ſhall nor be amifſeif I 
relatealittle merily, of fome things there tolerable, fome 
tolerable, ſome naught, and fome worſe then naught: 
for as every roſe hath a prickle, and eugry Bee aſting, ſo 


*no earth'y kingdome, hath ſuch perfeQion of goodneſſe, 


but it may be wſtly raxed with imperteQions,

Thus hauiug ſtaid in-Pragze almoſt 3, weekes, Tretur- 

nedfrom thence homeward, on tueſday the 26. of Sep- 

rember, hauing in my company three-Gentlemen, a wid» -» 

dow (and foureſmall Children) whoſe husband being an 

Engliſhman, and the Kings Brewer for Beere, decealed, 

and was buried there in Pragne whileſt I was there; the 

good deſolate woman hauing, recciued reward after ſea. 

uen yeares {eruice there and at Heidelberg, being deſirous 

to retireto her country (E»gi/and) came with vs,with my 

bether and my fellow Tilbery, VVe tooke two Coaches 

ar the Caftle of Prague, & in a day and halfe,we were catr- 

ried ſeauen dutch m'les,to a towne in Bohemia,((tanding 

on the river X/ve) called Leutmerit;, at which rowne 

we alllayd our moneyes together, and bought aboate 

ofz8. foote in length, and not 3. foote in bredrth, and be- 

cauſe we did not know the rjucr, wee hired a Bobernian 
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watermanto guide vs 15. dutch miles, to the towne of 
Dreaſon in Saxexy.But 4 miles ſhort of that town, which 
was the firſtrowne in the Saxon Countrey, called Pirne, 
where we were ſtaicd 5 houres without the gates,cill ſuch 
time as the Burgamaſter wold be pleaſed ro examin ys:in 
themeane ſpace our waterman (not daring to abidethe 
terrible triall of examination, becauſe the Duke of S«xox 
was in armes againſt che King of Bearwe) hee ranne away, 
and left vs to bring the boare downe the river 600. Eng. 
liſh miles our ſelucs to Hamburgh. 


Butnowto cloſe vp all, I will relate what rare dyer, 
excellent cookery,and ſweet lodging wehad in our jour- 
ney in Gerwery : firſt for our comfort, after very hard ger- 
ting of houſe-roome, our lodgings were euery night in 
firaw, where lying together well littered, we honeſtly al- 
wayes lefr our ſheets behinde vs : chen ar our ſuppers at 
a table ſquare, and ſo broad, that two men can hardly 
ſhake hands our it, we being ſome twelue abour ir. Our 
firſt diſh being a raw cabbadge, of the quantity of halte a 
becke,cut and chopped ſmall, with the far of reſty bacon 
powred vpon it in ſtead of oyle, which diſh muſt be emp. 
tied before we could getany more : Ourſecond diſh per. 
haps a pecke of boild Apples and honey, the Apples be. 
ing boiled «kin, Ralkes, ceres and all. Thirdly, 100, 
Gudgeons, newly taken perhaps, yet as ſalt as if rhey tad 
beene three yeares pickled, or twice at the Eaſt Indies, 
boyled with ſcales, guts,and all,and buried in Ginger like 
ſaw duſt : a freſh pike as ſalt as brine, boyled in flat milke, 
with a peund of Garlicke, This was the mannerof the 
moſt part of our dyet: and if we did aske them why they 
didſalttheir meat ſo varzaſonably, their anſwere was,

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that their beere could not bee conſumed, except their

Which made mee call ro minde ſixe ſeuerallprinci- 
palls, that doe belong to a traueller, as patience, ſilence; 
warineſle, watchfulneſſe, a good ftomacke, and a pnrſc 
well monicd ; for if he want any one of theſe, (perhaps) 
the other fiue will ncuer bring him to his journies 
end. A mans patience muſt be ſuch, thar(though he bea 
Barron)he muſt beare all abuſes,cither in werds,lodging, 
dyet,or alwoſt any thing, though offered from or by a 
ſowter, a tinker, or a Merchant of tripes and turneps:his 
filence muſt be,that thoughhe heare & vaderſtand him- 
ſelfe wronged, yet he muſt be as dumbe as a Gudgeon or 
a W hitingmop:and though his mouth be ſhut, his wari- 
neſſc muſt bee ſuch, that his cares muſt euer be open, to 
liſten and ouer-heare all dangers that may bee complor- 
ted againſt him:his watchfulnefſe muſt be ſo,that he muſt 
ſeldome fleepe with both his eyes at once, left his throat 
be cut before he wake againe. But for his ſtomacke, hee 
muft eate graſle with a horſe,and draffe with the hogges, 
for hee that cannot cate pick!'d herring broth, anddirty 
puddings, ſhall wany times faſt by avthority, andgoe to 
bed without his ſupper : and laſt of all, he muſt haue For- 
tunatws or a prince his purſe,that muſt be(like a drunkards 
dagget) euer drawne, to pay bountifully-for ſuch waſh 
and graines,as his valiant ſtomacke hath oucrcome,con- 
quercd and deuoured, Bur of this a little inverſe:

With this kinde of lodging and dyer, and with te- 
dious labour ſometimes night and day, w:e came in 14. 
daics 607. miles from Prague in Bohemja,.to Hambrogh 
onthe hither $kirts of Germany, the river having aboue 
1000cſhelues and ſands, and 800. Tlands, fo that a man 
cannotſce on which (ide of them to ga, there being 240 
milles chained in boates on the firſt ftreame. and a num- 
ber numberleſſe of Oakes and other trees ſunke with the 
violence of the riuer, and ſometimes fogs and miſts that 
we could not ſee a boares length from vs : beſides great 
Rocks and ſtones that were fallen into the water,that any 
or many of theſe impediments do often ouerthrow boats 
and drowne paſſengers ; yet I, and my fellow Tilbery (we 
being both his Maicſties watermen ) did by Gods affi- 
ſtance ſafely eſcape them all,and drought our ſelves,as is 
atore-ſaid, ro Hambrogh, where being winde bound 10. 
dayes,[thanke the Engliſh Merchants, I was well welco- 
med,vntill at laſt it pleaſed God, the winde came faire, I 
rooke ſhip, and ofier nine dayes and nights of various 
weather ( I giue praiſe to the Almighty) I ſafely eame 
hometo my houſe in Londen, on Saturday the 28. of 
Ottober. 1620.
